(except those with 401 
engines outside California). 
This system will meet all 
California and all Federal 
“nitrogen oxides” and 
“hydrocarbon” regulations. 


The “TCS” system reduces 
the emission of ‘“‘nitrogen 
oxides’’ (hence sub-code, 
“Nitrox’’) as a by-product 
of engine combustion. The 
engine’s ignition system is 
monitored with a ‘“‘trans- 
mission control spark” on 
manual Transmissions and 
a ‘‘speed control spark”’ on 
automatics (hence sub- 
code, “TCS’’). Asolenoid 
valve, controlled by a 
switch in the manual or 
automatic transmission, 
regulates the vacuum spark 
advance ‘‘signal”’ to the 
engine’s distributor. 


Fuel-Tank Vapor Emission 
Control System continues 
standard on all 1974 cars. 
All models this year will use 
a charcoal-canister storage 
system. The canister 
absorbs fuel-tank vapors 
and vents them into the 
engine induction system. A 
Canister purge system will 
be used for V-8’s and six 
cylinders. All cars will 








utilize an air cleaner purge 
canister which works off 

of carburetor air flow. This 
will allow minimum purging 
at low speeds with a 
gradual increase with 
higher speeds. 


The new Exhaust Gas 
Recirculator is simply a 
valve bolted directly to the 
intake manifold. Approxi- 
mately 10-12% of the 
exhaust gases are vented 
through the EGR valve back 
into the cylinders for 
additional burning. A 50% 
reduction in Nitric Oxide 
levels is expected in 

this process. 


EGR valve will be installed 
on all V-8’s and 6’s except 
Hornet Hatchback and 
4-Door Sedan with 232 and 
Gremlin and Hornet 2-Door 
Sedans. (All California 
cars will have EGR.) 


A new Electric Assist 
element has been added to 
the automatic choke in 
some models. The Electric 
Assist Choke will, at a 
choke housing temp. of 
60° F, supply heat quickly 
to the bi-metal spring in 
the choke housing to allow 
the choke to open ata 
much faster rate. 


An integral override to 
disconnect the electric 
circuit will engage when the 
choke housing temperature 
falls below 60° + 3° F.

Positive Crankcase Ventila- 
tion System (“PCV”) 
continues standard. 


Exhaust Emission Control 

System (““Engine-Mod’’) is

This includes internal 
engine changes to reduce 
emissions. 


All V-8’s except Gremlin, 
Hornet, Javelin and AMX 
with 304 V-8 and automatic 
transmission will have 

“Air Guard” system as 
standard. Matador 6’s will 
also be equipped with 

“Air Guard.” 


Thermostatically-controlled 
air cleaner provides warm 
air to carburetor faster. This 
reduces stumble, surge and 
flameout during warm up 
and in cold weather. 


Regarding Fuel: 

For 1974, our engines can 
operate with any type 
normal fuel (gasoline) 
consisting of regular grade, 
low-lead, or no-lead. 
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For 1974, all AM models, 
with 6-cylinder or V-8 
engines, are available with 
“Torque-Command” 
automatic transmission 
(Chrysler’s name, ‘‘Torque- 
Flite’). 


“Torque-Command is 
standard on Ambassadors, 
and optional on all other 
models. Column shift is 
used in all cases (except 
AMX), plus console shift is 
offered on Matador Coupe, 
Javelin and AMX V-8’s, 
and all Gremlin and 
Hornet hatchback models. 


Consumer benefits 
include smooth shifts, 
responsive pick-up, quiet 
operation and durability. 
Furthermore, all 1974 
Torque-Command 
automatic transmissions are 
equipped with an oil cooler 
located in the bottom of the 
engine-cooling radiator to 
aid oil cooling especially in 
hot weather/stop-and-go 
driving. For heavy-duty 
trailer hauling, the 
“auxiliary” transmission oil 
cooler will again be offered 
in the optional Trailer- 
Towing Package No. 2 for 
Matadors and Ambassadors.

1974 Matador and Ambas- 
sador models feature a 
4-link trailing-arm rear 
suspension. This design 
provides outstanding axle 
control and rear wheel 
tracking, under all driving 
conditions for these heavier 
American Motors cars. For 
74, the lower outer-arm 
pivots of Matador and 
Ambassador wagons have 
been positioned to provide 
a higher “roll center’’ at the 
rear for more inherent roll 
stability. In addition, a 
separate rear sway bar 
option is available to 
further increase rear roll 
resistance in all ’74 Ambas- 
sadors and Matadors.

All 1974 American Motors 
cars use ‘“Twin-Ball-Joint” 
front suspensions, a design 
which among other 
advantages permits sus- 
pension geometry which 
minimizes ‘‘front-end- 
diving” under heavy 
braking.

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Construction 


There are three basic types 
of tires used on American 
Motors cars: the bias ply, 
bias-belted and steel-belted 
radial. Each of these tires 
provide different perfor- 
mance characteristics on 
AMC cars. We offer as wide 
a selection as possible so 
that each new car owner 
can choose the type tire 
best suited to his driving 
needs. 

Bias ply tires are con- 
structed of two or four plies 
(layers of rubber treated 
fabric woven usually of 
nylon and/or polyester) laid 
at an angle (bias) to each 
other as they run from bead 
to bead of the tire. The 
bead is the part of the tire 
which holds it to the wheel 
rim. This type of tire has 
strong construction and 
flexes easily for a smooth, 
comfortable ride. 

The bias-belted tire is 
similar in basic construc- 
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BIAS PLY 





tion to the bias ply tire with 
the two plies laid at an 
angle to each other but also 
has two cord belts (made 
usually of steel, fiberglass, 
or textile cord dependent 
upon the type of tire) which 
run around the circum- 
ference of the tire between 
the body and tread. This 
type construction produces 
tires which flex easily to 
provide a smooth ride and 
the cord belts reinforce the 
tread to hold it flat on the 
road and reduce tread 
“squirm” and thus give 
long tread life and excellent 
handling characteristics. 
Of European heritage, the 
radial tire has body plies 
which run across the tire 
from bead to bead at an 
angle of approximately 90° 
to the center line of the tire. 
Reinforcing these body 
plies are cord belts (made 
of steel in those offered by 
American Motors) which 
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RADIAL 


run around the circum- 
ference of the tire between 
the body and the tread. This 
belt holds the tread flat on 
the road with the tread 
grooves open for good 
traction as well as reducing 
tread ‘‘squirm”’ which is an 
enemy of long tire mileage. 
The steel belts used in 
these tires provide for 
greater tread stability as 
well as guarding the tire 
against road hazards. 
Radial tires also provide for 
a minimum of friction 
between the cord plies for 
maximum flexibility and a 
smooth ride. It is these 
construction characteristics 
of tread stability and lack 
of “squirm” which gives 
radial tires the qualities of 
long mileage, excellent 
stability, superior traction 
and good handling 


characteristics.

1974 Belt and 
Interlock System 


All 1974 Passenger Vehicles 
sold in the United States 
must be equipped with the 
new lap and shoulder belt 
system which includes a 
starter interlock. This is a 
Federal requirement. 


The new system on all AMC 
cars includes the following 
components. The front 
outboard restraint system 
includes integral lap and 
torso (shoulder) belts. The 
lap and torso belts are 
connected and the lap 
portion retractor locks 
when you stop pulling the 
belt out. The torso 
(shoulder) belt portion 
utilizes an ““emergency- 
locking” retractor which 


only locks when the vehicle 
stops abruptly. This allows 
freedom for upper body 
movement in normal 
situations. The front center 
seating position, where 
applicable, is equipped with 
a manually adjustable lap 
belt. All front belt systems 
are connected to the starter 
interlock system. 

In addition to the belts, 
there is a buzzer and a red 
warning light to remind you 
when the proper sequence 
has not been followed or 
when to fasten your belts. A 
logic module located under 
the instrument panel senses 
both when seating positions 
are occupied and when 
belts are fastened. 

Rear seat outboard 
passenger positions are 
equipped with automatic- 
locking lap belt retractors. 
Rear seat center position 
and station wagon third 
seat, where applicable, use 
manually-adjustable lap 
belts. Restraint systems for 
all designated seating 
positions are designed to 
provide maximum comfort 
and convenience within 

the standards. 
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Starting Sequence 


With this new system, the 
following sequence must be 
followed before the starter 
system will function. 

1. After front seat 
occupants are seated, 
they must fasten their 
belts. The front center 
seat position (where 
applicable) has only a lap 
belt, while the two 
outside positions have 
combination lap/shoulder 
belts. They must be 
pulled from the retractor 
far enough in one smooth 
motion to fasten. Other- 
wise, they will lock and 
must be retracted 
completely and pulled 
again. Belts must not be 
twisted as they may jam 
in the retractor. Persons 
in rear seats should also 
fasten their lap belts. All 
lap belts should be 
adjusted low and snug 
on hips. 


CAUTION: 
Failure to do so may 
result in unnecessary 
injuries in the event 
of an accident. 


2. Transmission must be in 
park or neutral. 


3. Car may be started after 
front seat passengers are 
properly restrained. 


NOTE: 
Objects placed on front 
seat such as packages 
may weigh enough to 
prevent starter from 
operating. In this case, 
objects must be moved 
off the seat or belt 
must be buckled. 
Once the engine has been 
started, it can be restarted 
anytime even if the belts 
are unlatched. Only after 
the car is turned off and the 
driver leaves and re-enters 
the vehicle does the 
interlock system prevent the 
starter from operating until 
the belts are refastened. 
To disconnect “belting 
system,” simply press the 
push button on top of 
buckle. Belts with retractors 
will store automatically. 
Belts without retractors may 
be positioned for 
subsequent convenient use. 


The “FASTEN BELTS” red 
warning light and buzzer 
will function when the 
following conditions exist: 
A. Ignition switch is in ‘‘on” 
or “‘start’’ position, and 
B. Transmission is in any 
forward or reverse gear 
(if parking brake is not 
engaged on manual 
transmission equipped 
cars), and 
C. A seat belt is not 
fastened at an occupied 
front seating position, or 
is prebuckled at an 
occupied front seating 
position.

Seat Belts 


Emergency Start 


In case of a malfunction 
within the Seat Belt 
Interlock System, an 
electrical relay is located 
in the engine compartment 
to permit engine starting. 
This relay is located on the 
right side adjacent to the 
starter solenoid (near the 
battery) and is identified 
with a decal. 

The procedure for starting 
the engine under these 
conditions is as follows: 

1. Place selector lever in 


“Park’’position on vehicles 


equipped with automatic 


transmission and‘‘Neutral”’ 


position on vehicles 
equipped with manual 


transmissions. Make sure 


parking brake is applied. 


2. Rotate ignition switch to 
“on” position. 


3. Locate relay in the engine 


compartment from the 
right side of the vehicle 
and depress the white 
button located in center 
of the red cylindrical 
housing on top of the 


relay. A pencil, small key 
or similar instrument can 


be used to depress the 
center button. 

NOTE: Do not attempt to 
jump this relay as it may 
damage the vehicle 
electrical or starter 
system. 


4. Re-enter vehicle and 
rotate ignition switch to 
“start” position. Starter 
should operate providing 
the malfunction is related 
to the Seat Belt Interlock 
System. 

5. Repeat the above pro- 
cedure if the ignition 
switch has been rotated 
to the “off” position or 
the gear selector lever is 
located in any drive 
position on vehicles 
equipped with automatic 
transmissions. 


Tips on Belts 


WARNING: Never use the 
same lap or torso belt on 
more than one person at 
a time. 


e Belts should be periodi- 
cally inspected. They 
should be replaced if 
fraying or cuts have 
developed. Depending 
upon amount of use and 
exposure to sunlight, dirt, 
and abrasion, belt 
webbing strength may 
deteriorate over a period 
of years. In such cases, 
belt assemblies should 
be replaced. 


e When cleaning belts, use 
a mild soap or detergent 
with warm water. Rinse 
them thoroughly and dry 
them in the shade. Never 


dye or bleach belts 
(may weaken fabric). 


Belt assemblies should 
be replaced in the event 
that they have experi- 
enced collision loads. 
Connecting bolts should 
be tightened to the 
correct torque. Your 
dealer can check this. 


Lap belts should be 
routed properly in 
relation to front seats 

and to occupants of those 
seats for maximum safety 
consideration. 


Do not use shoulder belt 
on anyone shorter than 
4 ft. 7 in. Although torso 
portion is connected to 
lap portion of restraint, it 
may be “‘tucked”’ over 
shoulder and behind 
passenger with full use 
of lap portion of restraint 
system. 

The front seat outboard 
floor retractors swivel 
toward rear of car for 
ease of entry and exit to 
front and rear 
compartment. 
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Lap Belt Routing 


It is important, safety wise, 
that lap belts be routed 
properly in relation to front 
seats, prior to use, as 
shown: 





INDIVIDUAL AND BENCH SEATS 


When Children 

are Passengers 

1. Infants unable to sit up 
by themselves should be 
restrained by placing 
them in a padded 
bassinet fitted with a 
secure net-like cover. The 
bassinet should be 
centered crossways in 
the vehicle (widthwise) 
so that one side contacts 
the back of the front 
seat(s). If possible, the 
rear seat belts should be 
used to prevent the 
bassinet from sliding 
sideways. 

2. “Infant carriers’ may also 
be used for transporting 
children. For maximum 
frontal protection the 
carrier and infant should 


face the rear of the 
vehicle. Always use an 
infant carrier which is 
designed for motoring 
and which uses a 
vehicle’s lap belt to 
restrain the carrier. 


. Children able to sit up 


by themselves should be 
on the second (rear) seat 
of the vehicle. Never 
allow children to stand or 
kneel on seats. AMC 
safety locks are available 
to prevent children from 
accidentally opening rear 
doors (also for Gremlin 
and Hornet front doors). 
Children’s safety seats 
that comply with Federal 
Motor Vehicle Safety 
Standard No. 213 should 
be used for children 
weighing up to about 40 
Ibs.

All stops, which are measured in feet, were made from a vehicle speed of 
60 MPH. In performing such stops, the brake pedal applied effort did not 
exceed 150 pounds, and as mentioned above, wheel lock-up was not per- 
mitted. For both lightly-loaded and maximum-loaded vehicle conditions, 
the fuel tank was filled between 90% and 100% of total capacity. During 
the entire stop, the transmission was in neutral (or clutch disengaged), to 
eliminate the effect of “engine braking”.
